TRIED TO DYNAMITE 

LEGION'S, BUILDING

CRIME IN INDIANA IS 

ON THE WANE, 'TIS SAID 

Indianapolis, Feb 8. — Measured 
by the number of prison and jail 
sentences, crime in Indiana showed 
a big decrease last year, according 
to the annual report of the state 
board of charities, now in the 
course of preparation. 

The total average dally popula- 
tion at the Michigan City prison, 
the Jefferson ville reformatory and 
the woman's prison, was the lowest 
In ten years, totalling 1,629 per- 
sons. The tout number ot felons 
committed to these institutions for 
the year was 718. The number of 
misdemeanants placed In jail was 
17,182, or one fourth the number of 
Ave or ten years ago. 

The number convicted and sen- 
tenced to the. state farm said the 
report, was less than it has been 
any year sine* It was established, 
and the number admitted to the 
correctional department ot the 
Indiana woman's prison was the 
'lowest in ten years.

By Salvation Army. Miss Booth 
Tells Audience; Growth 
Origin Traced

the world working for the relief of 
the poor and needy, accomplish! •<! 
during the 50 years of Its existence,, 
is tiuly the world's greatest 10- 
mance," declared Miss Evangeline 
Ilooth. t'onimander-ln-C'hlef of (ha 
Salvation Ainiy of America, in an 
addiess the other day at Emery 
Auditorium on the work being done 
by the otganliutlon. 

• While the work accomplished 
by the Salvutlon Army during the 
World War has received warm com- 
mendation fiom participants in the 
struggle, our work to-day Is ten- 
fold that which confronted us two 
years ago," Miss Booth continued. 
"Now. as never before. Is It neces- 
sary for the army to add strength 
to Its work and help fight the omnl- 
piesent foe, poverty." 

During the last year, Salvation 
Army bands holding street services 
have spoken to approximately 20,- 
OOO.dOO people In the United States 
alone, Miss Booth stiid. Wherens 
the Army at first had hut one large 
base drum for Its band accompany- 
ing the services, there are to-day 
27,000 musicians in Salvation Ar- 
my bands in the United States. 

"The Salvation Army was not 
born in heavenly surroundings orj 
under suitable conditions for such 
work as it was doing, but had Its 
beginning in the side streets of Lon- 
don in the darkest corner of the 
city, amid poverty, wickedness and 
life of the underworld, said Miss 
Booth. 

Seventeen thousand working men 
have been boused in the Salvation 
Army hotels in the country during 

the year while 4 3,000 neu'erted 
children were cared for at the vari- 
ous established nurseries, which 
later work had its beginning in a 
back room in one of the slum head- 
quarters of the Army in one of the 
Eastern cities. 

"Where there is need of aid, be 
the path filled with dangers in the 
darkest comers of the forest, the 
tropic lands of the South or the 
cold countries in the Arctic regions, 
there you will find a Salvation Army 
worker, ever preaching the salva- 
tion of man and doing his best to 
relieve the suffering of the poor and 
he needy."

The total 
number ol prowecutious in the State 
was 1.266 

Other information on suppression 
of liquor traffic in the Southern Di- 
vision shows that there were 27,- 
812 gallons of liquor seized on 
raids: I!, 779 bushels of meal; 27,- 
Iti pounds of sugar; 7,747 gallons 
or molasses; 66,942 gallons of ci- 
der, and 1,110.141 gallons of mash.

ror International honors for Major 
General Oorgas. of the United 

States army, who died at that capi- 
tal several months ago. and whose 
remains were more recently re- 
ciK -I in this country for interment. 

There msy be some who will 
rjMatkM the advantage of posthum- 
ous honors of this kind. General 
Goigas is dead, and his great ca- 
reer is behind him. The French. 
English, and Belgians, who propose 
to erect a monument In his honor, 
eat do nothing that he may know 
or, and yet it has always been the 
custom of the English to pay tri- 
butes of this kind to distinguished 
public servants after their decease, 
and no valid objection may be made 
to the same. ■* 

The career of General Gorgas 
was quite fully reviewed in the 
newspapers and magazines at the 
time of his death, and that need 
not be repeated here. The English 
verdict that he was "one of the 
great flguies of his generation- 
may not be questioned. In Panama 
fighting the yellow fever mosquito, 
in Cuba doing the same thing, as 
Surgeon General of the United 
States army during the war, and 
later still risking his life to launch 
a scientile campaign to remedy 
•aaltary conditions in the fever- 
haunted countries of Northern 
South America. General Gorgas 
rendered services to his country 
and humaDity that may with great 
difficulty be overestimated. The 
idea that suggests itself to the Ev- 
ening Post in connection with these 
posthumous honors for the deceased 
Sudgeon General is more in the way 
of contending for a better recogni- 
tion of the medical pofession than 
of discussing General Gorgas' ca- 
reer. General Gorgas was the most 
distinguished of the medical men 
who rendered services to America 
during the war, but there were 
hundreds of others who did fine 
work, and many of them made per- 
sonal sacrifices of a character not 
demanded of General Gorgas. 

Looking back upon the story of 
America's participation in the great 
war, the Evening Post has little 
difficulty in reoehing the conclusion 
that the work done by American 
surgeons and physicians during the 
war accomplished more and has 
been appreciated less than that of 
any other class of our citizens. Sur- 
geons with incomes running up into 
the tens of thousands of dollars an 
nually left their offices to serve as 
captains and majors in the army. 
Others whose incomes were not so 
assured risked losing the work of 
years to answer their country's call. 
And the work done was admirable. 
The death rate in our armies, both 
in this country and in France, was 
small, and every soldier home from 
Europe has something to say about 
the fine work of the American med- 
ical men.. 

And this brings us quickly to the 
conclusion we wish to make. For 
years there has been an agitation 
in this country for higher salaries 
for school teachers, and the agita- 
tion was in a worthy cause. Have 
not many of ub, in our zeal for im- 
proved education, neglected the du- 
ty of bringing the compensation of 
the medical profession up to the 
point that will enable America, in 
the future as in the past, to secure 
a satisfactory proportion of the 
promising young men of America 
for this, unless it be the ministry, 
the noblest of all the profession? 
In the great cities a certain pro- 
portion of the most successful phy- 
sicians and surgeons earn large re- 
vanls, but In the country dlsticts 
the emoluments of doctors are far 
too low In view of the expensive 
, duration that is now required, and 
• veu in the cities, many of the med- 
ical lees ate below what they should 
be in view of the advance In the 
.ost of living. The Evening Post 
hesitates to make anything resemb- 
ling an argument for increased liv- 
ing costs, but we ate convinced that 
must pay our physicians and 
Mirgeons more.

FEDERAL RESERVE BUNK 
UNUSUALLY CHEERFUL 

Its Monthly Review Reports a ' 
Continued Improvement of 
Credit Conditions 
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New York, Feb. 6. — < on firming 
the statements made by Gov. Hard- 
ing of the Federal Reserve Board 
recently that all danger of a crisis 
in financial affairs has passed and 
that the gloomy forebodings or a 
year ago have given way to a feel- 
ing ot conservative optimism, re- 
newed courage and restored confi- 
dence, the Federal Reserve Bank, 
In its monthly review of business 
I and trade conditions, declares that 
the changed state of mind which the 
new year brought in has coincided 
with an improvement in credit con- 
ditions. It says: 

"Loans of the seventy-two mem- 
ber banks in New York City which 
report weekly decreased between 
Dec. 17 and Jan. 14 by $174,000,- 
000, or 3 per cent., and the loans 
of the 8.29 member banks in tbe 
principal cities throughout the 
country, including New York City, 
in the same period decreased $363,- 
000,000, or 2 per cent. Earning as- 
sets of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York from Dec. 23 to Jan. 
21 decreased $72,000,000 and those 
cf all Federal Reserve Banks, in- 
cluding New York, decreased $340,- 
000,000. The reserve percentage of 
1 the Federal Reserve System increas- 
ed from 45.1 per cent, on Dec. 23 
i to 4S.5 per cent, on Jan. 21. The 
I Federal Reserve note circulation 
decreased $290,000,000, or about 
i per cent. 

"Among the New York City 
banks tbe Movement of funds since 
Jan. 1 has not been in accordance 
with what would have been con 
sidered normal prior to the Euro 
pean war. Then, after the turn of 
the year, funds usually returned to 
New York City in large volume 
This January, however, Just the re- 
verse has been true. During Janu 
ary, up to the 24th, the prl 
New York City banks have lost 
nearly $300,000,000 in deposits, of 
which $60,000,000 represents with 
drawals by out-of-town bank corre 
spondents. This loss of deposits 
has necessitated, of course, a heavy 
drain of gold from this district to 
other Federal Reserve Districts and 
has led very recently to Increased 
borrowings by New York banks at 
the Federal Reserve Bank. 

"Improved credit conditions 
throughout the country as a whole 
have been reflected in the lower 
rates at which tbe Treasury was 
able to sell its certificates of in 
debtedness on Jan. 15, In tbe re- 
duction of about one-half of 1 per 
cent, in the market rates for bank- 
ers' acceptances and one quarter of 
1 per cent, in the rates for commer 
cial paper, and In slightly lower 
rates for call and time money based 
on collateral. They have also been 
reflected in higher prices for Gov 
eminent 'and corporate bonds. The 
more confident state of the pub- 
lic mind, referred to by Gov. Har- 
ding, has been reflected in the bet- 
ter demand for many commodities 
and in the steadier level of tins 
bank's index of prices of twelve 
basic commodities. 

"Conditions have been quite sim 
ilar in London. The reserve ratio 
of the Bank of England has risen 
from 7.3 on Dec. 29 to 13.37 on 
Jan. 19. Note circulatio'n has de- 
clined a'bout 6 per cent. The rates 
for money have eased fractionally 
and investment securities have risen 
somewhat in price." 

Indicating the increasing thrift 
of the people, the Review says: 
"The aggregate deposits of thirty- 
seven of the largest savings banks 
In New York State Increased 10 per 
cent, between Jan. 10, 1920. and 
Jan. 10. 1921. 

"The Increase in deposits." it 
says, 'has been especially rapid in 
banks where a considerable propor- 
tion of the depositors are manual 
workers.

Double Cropping la Potatoes 
I have been true* fanning for the 
past forty years and hare develop- 
ed a fad for growing Irish poUtoea 
extra aarljr and a second or fall 
crop on the san.e plot of ground. 
Here Is the way I do It: 

About two weeks before time to 
plant the spring crop, the seed are 
put In boxes or baskets and set In 
A warm place, near a stove where 
they will keep warm enough to 
aprout them. In about two weeks 
they are sprouting freely. They are 
then token out and cut so that one 
strong sprout will be on each piece. 

The ground, which has been pre- 
viously plowed up deeply, thorough- 
ly pulverised and well fertilised 
with rotted manure. Is laid off in 
rows 3 feet apart; the seed Is drop- 
ped 16 inches apart in the rows 
and covered with a shallow furrow, 
so that the warm sunshine will 
penetrate through the soil and

When they begin to peep through 
the soli another furrow is thrown 
oyer them. completely covering 
them up. In a few days they are 
coming through the soli again, and 
if there Is further danger of frost 
coming they are again covered up 
with a turplng plow. It does not 
hurt to cover up the young vines 
with soil, as they soon come 
through again, but it ruins them to 
get frostbitten down. Two good 
cultivations are sufficient to make 
this crop 

I had new potatoes, of good eat- 
ing size, on ray table the last Sun- 
day in April, that I grew by follow- 
ing this method. 

These early potatoes are well 
matured and ready to dig by the 
middle of June. After they are 
dug, enough seed Is cut to plant the 
same plot of ground to a fall crop. 
Some barrels are set In a cool place, 
some straw is placed In the bottom, 
a layer of dirt over the straw and a 
layer of the cut potatoes, repeating 
the operation until the barrel is 
full, with n layer of straw on top. 
A bucket of water Is sprayed over 
the top layer of straw each day, so 
as to keep the seed moist. In three 
to four weeks the seed are sprout- 
ing well, and the same plot of 
ground on which they grew is thor- 
oughly prepared and laid off in 
furrows, 3 feet apart. The 
are dropped in these furrows 
covered with two furrows 
thrown over them with a turning 
plow. This makes quite a ridge, 
covering them deeply, so they will 
not come up too quickly and be 
damaged by the hot summer sun 

When they begin to peep through 
the soil the tops of the ridgeB are 
harrowed off with a toothed har- 
row and cultivation Is begun and 
kept up as long as is necessary to 
keep' down all weeds and grass.

not only supply plant food to the 
soil but they help It to retain both 
moisture and heat. 

Commercial fertilizers, which are 
now being used in Increasing 
amounts, are purely and simply 
concentrated plant foods. They 
add nothing of practical value to 
the soil, but they are very useful 
I in quickly feeding the plants and 
j In producing a rapidity of growth' 
and fruitage In the garden. This 
latter fact is always important in 
garden work with the aid of com- 
mercial fertilizers, a gardener is 
enabled to harvest several crops 
from the same piece of ground in 
one season. Rapidity of growth in 
vegetables secures crispness of 
pioduct and makes the crop more 
palatable, which are very much de- 
sired results. 

The three plant food elements 
generally deficient in our garden 
soils are nitrogen. potash and 
phosphoric acid; of these three, 
nitrogen is the more readily lq#t to 
the soil through leaching. Nitrogen 
gives " n plant strength of stem, a 
good stand, and increases leaf 
growth. Crops such as Swiss chard 
celery, lettuce, cabbage, spinach, 
kale, etc.. that are used either for 
their stems or leaves, should have 
an abundance of nitrogenous ferti- 
lizer. Potash is useful to the root 
. crops as carrots, turnips, beets, 
radishes and parsnips. Phospholc 
acid is essential In hastening crops 
that are slow in maturing 

Nitrogen is generally applied in 
the form of nitrate of soda. The

Test Sweet Clover Seed 
Sweet clover seed should never 
be sown before first making a 
germination test of the seed. This 
requires but six or eight days' time. 
Wrap up a hundred seeds In a 
piece of white cloth soaked in wa- 
ter, and then keep moist and warm 
but not hot In a milk crock or Jar 
covered with a plate or pan. 

A supply of sweet clover seed 
that Is apparently as fine as can be 
produced may contain 98 per cent 
of hard seed. These have seed 
coats that will not absorb water. 
They are worthless far planting un- 
run through a scarifying ma- 
wbich grinds and cracks the 
impervious layer. The high percent- 
age of such seed has caused many 
failures. 

A few yean ago It was believed 
that these seeds were cracked by a 
winter's freezing and thawing and 
that the moat of them were thus 
made to grow. Experiments at the 
Kansas State Agricultural College 
ok several lota of sweet clover eeed 
a' high percentage of 
hard seeds have shown that 
the winter's freezing and thawing 
have no such effect. Part of the 
seed was burled in the surface lay- 
er of soil In an open field all winter 
and there were as many hard seeds 
left In the spring as in the fall.

I takes, unless some scandal Is to be 
dug up. 

"These hearings are not worth a 
damn. There is no news in 'em. 
Iwhy.^hell and Mariah, if I wasn't 
' strutting up and down here, cussing 
like hell, there would be nothing to 
1 this one. 

"The people are tired of fault 
findings," Gen. Dawes shouted. 
Jerking a six-inch clouded amber 
holder with a freshly lighted cigar 
from his mouth, he shook the room 
with resounding whacks upon the 
table with a tightly clenched fist. 

"But you members of Congress," 
he glowered at the committee, "lis- 
ten to every whisper-snapping bu- 
reau chief, who comes running to 
you with a tale of woe. 

"Damn it, the army should be 
protected from muck-rakers who 
pick fly specks. Long after tbia 
committee is forgotten, tbe winning 
of the .war will be remembered as 
an American achievement. There is 
no use trying to make a mountain 
of a damn little mole hill. Keep in 
mind the army was American, not 
Democratic or Republican." 
His Verbal Barrage 

The general trained bis verbal 
barrage on all committees probing 
the government's war activities. 
Injection of partisan politics, he de- 
dared has nullified all efforts to do 
good. Addressing himself to the 
House war investigating committee 
and all its subcommittees, he lean- 
ed forward and shot between his 
teeth: 

"I am opposed to this effort to 
reflect upon the army because some 
poor devil blundered in Switzerland 
What tbe hell did we go in for? To 
steal money? This was not a Re- 
publican or a Democratic war. It 
was an American war. Yet these 
committees attempt to drag in 
partisan politics. Damn it, I resent 
it. 

"Look at the pin-head politicians 
who are raising the devil about 
promotions for men who earned 
them In France. They are doing it 
for petty reasons. It is a dirty 
shame. I wasn't in the regular ar- 
my, but I can be fair." 

All the 'general's indignation was 
summed up in one outburst when 
he turned his wrath upon critics of 
Gen. Pershing. 

"It will be 25 years, maybe 50, 
before Pershing's place in history 
is fixed." he yelled. "Why, hell and 
Marlah, he couldn't have vapn tbe 
war If popularity instead of duty 
had been his aim. Damn It, let me 
tell you, the doughboys now com- 
plaining of the stern discipline Im- 
posed by Pershing will live to see 
the day when they will boast of 
service under him. 

"Some critics say Pershing was 
at« a theater in Paris celebrating 
when tbe armistice was signed. He 
was at bis deak attending to the gov 
ernment's business, canceling or- 
ders for supplies. He called me on 
the telephone."

PARDONED 5 TIMES, 

SHE DIES IN PRISON

Raleigh, N. C, Feb. 5.— In a lit- 
tle cemetery In Alexander County, 
In the Blue Ridge Mountains of 
North Carolina, the body of Mrs. 
Barak Wyckoff, 76. will be burled 
beside that of her husband, Wes- 
ley, for whose murder she spent a 
life sentence — 42 years — in the 
state prison, during which time a 
man on his deathbed Is said to have 
confessed the killing, absolving her 
and "Bob" McCorkle. n negro, 
hanged for the crime. 

Mrs. Wyckoff, who died in the 
penitentiary here had refused pax- 
dons during the last 20 years from 
live governors, explaining that all 
her children were dead, that she 
had nowhere to go and was content 
to remain among her prison friends 
the remainder of her life. 

Mrs. Wychoff was tried with Mc- 
Corkle for the murder of her hus- 
band In 1878. Both protested their 
innocence. The negro was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree 
and his hanging was the only one 
that ever took place iu Alexander 
County. Mrs. Wyckoff was con- 
spiracy and sentenced to life Im- 
prisonment. Both were con viced 
on circumstantial evidence. 

Mrs. Wyckoff suffered an attack 
of rheumatism 23 years ago, and 
since that time had been unable to 
walk. For yeara she had spent 
most of her time in bed and in a 
wheel chair, knitting, crocheting 
and sewing. She specialized in mak- 
ing little fancy aprons which prison 
officials sold for her. From the 
money gathered in this way ahe had 
fitted out a cozy little cell In tbo 
prison, and enough money waa 
found after her death to pay all 
burial 



Illinois Central Directs Attention to the 
Grade Crossing Problem 



For the four-year perold ended December 31. 1920, there were 4,350 persons killed and 
12.760 persons Injured In automobile grade cross ng accidents in the United States. 

f 

For the same period there were 168 persons killed and 669 persons Injured In automobile 
grade crossing accidents on the Illinois Central System. Analsls of these case* ahows that cross- 
ings considered the safest are actually the moat dangerous. 

A serious automobile grade crossing accld >nt, Involving personal injury or loss of life, la 
usually followed by a demand upon the railway for the elimination or "protection" of the cross- 
ing Involved. 

Croaalng gates do not entirely eliminate ar-cidents. People become educated to rely upon 
the gateman Instead of upon tUelr own faculties. If the gateman errs, the danger of accident Is 
very great. , 

Electric warning bells do not entirely eliminate accidents. If they ring a front deal, 
automoblllsts disregard them. In addition, there la always the possibility that a bell may not bo 
In order Juat at tbe moment of greatest danger. 

Croaalng flagmen are not Infallible. The human element enters Into most accidents, and 
crossing flagmen are like other human beings. Some of the moat disastrous automobile grade 
croaalng accidenta have occurred at croaalnga Irhere flagmen were on duty. 

One of the results of croaalng -protection" la to teach the public that croaalnga are aate. 
The opposite should be taught. All railway grade croaalnga are dangerous— the "protected" aa 
well as the unprotected croaalnga. Thla should be lmpreaaed upon the minda of everybody, be- 
ginning with the children In the schools. 

There are about 8,000 grade croaalnga on the Illinois Central System. It would cost ap- 
proximately four hundred million dollars, or substantially more than the combined stock and 
bond issues of the Company, to eliminate them by separation of the grades. The following la 
quoted from the report made by the Grade Croaalng Committee of the National Association of 
Railway and Utilities Commissioners at Waahlngton in November. 1920: "To eliminate all grade 
crossings In the United States would probably cost as much as all the railroads in the United 
States have cost." 

Outstanding features of this question are: 1 — Inability of the railways to eliminate all 
grade crossings at any period within present via ion. 2 — The unreasonableness of some com- 
munities insisting upon the railways doing things for them that cannot be done for all. Every 
community haa its dangerous crossings. 

One state could not reasonably expect the railways to eliminate all of Its grade crossings 
unless thp same thing were done in neighboring states — in all states. The same principle applies 
to cities and towns. 

The railway grade crossing problem is usually considered from two viewpoints — the rail- 
ways and the public. There is the viewpoint *of engineers and firemen, which should also be con- 
sldred. Their duties are nerve-racking, and the habit of automoblllsts in racing to crossings, 
an i darting upon the track immediately In front of locomotives, has a great tendency to confuse 
and distress them. They do not want to be involved In accidents causing personal Injury or loss 
of life. They ought to have some assurance that an automobile will be brought to a stop before 
it is permitted to cross a railway track. j 

The benefits derived from the elimination of grade crossings by the construction of over- 
head bridges and underpasses — the only plan promising absolute safety — accrue largely to the 
public in safety and convenience. Therefore, when crossings are eliminated, the expense should 
be divided on some fair basis between the taxpayers receiving the benefits and the railway. If the 
people of a community paid in proportion to the benefits received when a crossing is eliminated, 
demands for elimination would be less frequent. More crossings could be eliminted. 

The automobile, in proper hands, ts an agency of safety at railway grade crossings. It can 
be driven up close to the tracks and stopped in perfect safety. That cannot alwaya be done with 
n spirited horse. Therefore, tbe Increasing use of the automobile and the decreasing use ot the 
hor»e should be solving the grade crossing problem, instead of making it worse. 

We' recognize there are crossing's that sho uld be ellmlnated, but the crying need is for some 
plan of action that will prevent loss of life and destruction of property In automobile grade cross- 
ing accidents that caa»be put into effect immediately. One practicable remedy, which would cost 
but. little, would be to inaugurate a great crusade against carelessness of automoblllsts at railway 
grade crossings. Require them to Stop, Look and Listen. No automobillst who does that will 
ever meet with an accident at a railway crossing. /

Chicago Health Official Investigate* 
Shipment That Killed Four 



Chicago. —Health Commissioner 
Robertson has issued a warning 
against all city consumption of can- 
ned spinach. 

He also warned restaurant keep- 
ers and housewives against allow- 
ing any canned food to remain In 
the cans after opening, and promis- 
ed exhaustive tests into the chemi- 
cal qualities of other generally used 
canned vegetables distributed here. 

Canned California spinach ship- 
ped /rom Chicago killed four per- 
sons and poisoned twenty in Grand 
Rapids last week. Three other in- 
vestigations of the shipment are un- 
der way. Michigan authorities are 
running down the individual orders 
Government chemists are preparing 
to test the canned food and the Na- 
tional Canners' Association Is com- 
pleting its analysis of samples tak- 
en from the Michigan hospital. All 
shipments are being traced and 
tales stopped.

mander, In a recent speech in Cin- 
cinnati, at a dinner attended by Le- 
gionnaires and business men. 

Mr. Galbralth cited the disabled 
man's problems as the Legion's para- 
mount concern and termed the finding 
of a satisfactory solution as "one lob 
that is going to be done." 

"Woe unto the man," he added, "or 
the bureau or bureau chief who wil- 
fully stands In the way of paying the 
honorable obligation the government 
owe* these men. Whoever he is be 
will have to get out." 

Be warned against the activities of 
the I. W. W. and kindred organisa- 
tions and outlined the position of the 
Legion ss follow*: 

"The time has corns when a line 
must be drawn between loyal and dis- 
loyal Americans. We do not claim to 
have a monopoly on patriotism but 
because of our service our loyalty is 
a little clearer to our hearts and is s 
little more Intense. We intend to 
crush this thing.* If It ever raises Its 
head, that we already have fought and 
licked." 

Mr. Galbralth also spoke of the de- 
sire of the Legion to unite with 'the 
veterans' associations of the allies, In 
order to promote International amity. 

"People accuse us of bejng over- 
enthusiastic," he said. "They declare 
that we believe ourselves to be the 
only patriots. God knows we are not 
If we were It would be a sorry day for 
the nation. We know we have a hun 
dred million associates and we ask 
them to help us because without their 
good will and assistance we can ac- 
complish nothing."
